LoNDoy, May 3. — Lord Boaebary apoke at 
a luncheon in Manchester to-day. Aa the 

Liborala wished to maintain a real hold on 
tlio niasaeaof the country ho aaid thoy must, 
while laboring for the good of all classes at 
home, atudy moat zealously und persistently 
tho best meana of maintaining the f;reatne8a 
of the ICmpire abroad. By the greatness of 
tho Kmpire, he explained he meant, besides 
tho glory of power, commercial and other 
practical advantages. 

Lord Salisbury spoke in Trowbridge 
this eveni&f; on the governmeot's attitude 
to the Houas ol Lorda and Irish Home 
Rule. As far aa he ooold aee, Lord Salia- 
hury aaid, the country regarded the House 
of Lords as a very good iostitution for 
olicokinp tho orrora of tho House of Com- 
mons. Tho uppur houBo did not exist 
for tho purpose of opposing the national 
will, but to ascertain that will and 
insist upon an appeal to tho people v/henevcr 
a temporary and unreal advantage had been 
seized by tho lower house with a view to 
altering the constitution. On tho main 
iaaue of Homo Rule the Govorninont had 
abirked repeatedly ; they apparently shrank 
from asking tho oleotora to paas on their de- 
clared policy. Lord Kosebery had given 
recently as a reason for granting Homo 
Rulo that iti would reconcile the Irish in 
America. 

" Are wo ready to give up our Ulster 
brethren to slavery in order to please tho 
triangle in Chicago or tho Tammany boaaea 
in Now York ?" continued Lord Salisbury. 
"Aro wo to sink as low »s that ?" (Shouts 
of " no 1 " and "never!") "To niy mind 
this is a reason rather for rcaisting Home 
Rule than for granting it. Theae men to 
whom Lord Kosebery appeals, whoso 
friendship ho ia anxious to soouro, 
aro tho moat bitter and pornian- 
ont eneniiea of everything British that 
can be found in America. There ia no slan- 
der strange to their tongues when they re- 
fer 'to British things and institutions. Wo 
have many friends in America. I am proud 
to bolievo that our friends are a largo 
majority, and hope that the friendship will 
always continue. If tho majority of Ameri- 
cans would venture to speak their minds, 
they would, I believe, describe the Irish 
minority with wliom they have to 
Btrugi>io in li!,Dguago more vigorous 
than I would presume to use. 
If any class in America is to be conciliated, 
I would rather conciliate the class that 
loves ua, not tho class that pnrauea us with 
undying hatred. If the object of all tlie 
Liberals bo to give practical independence 
to Ireland, the result would be that the Irish 
in Amerioa would be dominant in Ireland. 
You would then haye within four hours of 
your ooaata the moat bitter enemies of Eng 
land. They would command all your trade 
routea and meDaoe all your ports. You 
would have for your nearest neighbor an 
island under the domination of men who 
have shown their hatred of England in 
terms and octiona which do not permit us to 
doubt for a moment either their ainoerity or 
permanency."

Hugh Lynn Formally Committed for 
Trial From Justice Pearson's 
Court. 

The CoBcliuIiiie: Eviilence — Prisoner 
PecliucH to Make Any Explan- 
atory Statement. 



The preliminary examination of Hugh 
Lynn, charged with tiio morder of John 
Green and Thomas Taylor at Savary island 

waa concluded with the hearing of two ad- 
ditional witnesaeB before Mr. E. Pearson, 
J.P., yesterdny uftornoon, tho rrisoner 
being then formally cominittod for trial, and 
the witnesaes " bound over " to appear at 
Vancouver to give their testimony at tho 
Gonrfc of Aasize on the ISiK inst. Neither 
Lynn nor his aounsel, Mr. E. P. Davie, 
availed himuolf of tho priviffigo of oroaa- 
examination, and whon the former was 
a^ked if lie had anything to say-he aimply 
replied " No, air," hia legal adviaer also 
noddiue nepalivoly. 

Frauk. MoCullum waa tho first witneaa 
called ou tho reeuiiiption of iho inquiry yoa- 
torday. He Buid ; 1 livo at Lund, t kimw 
the accused, hikving aeon him at Land in 
company with Jack Green and Tom Tuj Uir 
at tho Hotel Malaspina. Wo had a driok 
together ut the bar. I remained in their 
company until they went away, at about G 
in the evening. That was the last time I 
saw Qreen or Taylor alive. I saw Lynn 
again the followioK Thursday evening. Ho 
was looking for Mr. TtiuUo, from wbom he 
wanted to get some whiakey for Green. 

had a ((laBs of porter with me, 
M.d then Mr. Thulin oame in, and Lynn 
prespnted an order for aix bot;tlos of 
wbiakey and alao brought in a big white 
whiakey bottio to be filled. Mr. Thulin 
supplied the liquor rather under protest, 
and I helped Lynn carry it down to ihe 
boat. While we were at the boat landing 
he told me be was going to work for Green 
throughout the winter, as he wanted to 
make a stake and might as well work there 
aa anywhere else. Lynn said he waa to 
work with Taylor and that the klootohman 
would do tho cooking for them. That waa 
tho laat I saw of him. 

Edwin Carlaon deposed : I lirat aaw tho 
prisoner at Malaspina inlet in October of 
laat ypar ; he theu hud a klootahman and 
hor boy with him. I next aaw him at Savary 
island on Monday, Ojtober '2.'f or 24. Lynn 
was then coming iu a rowboat from tho 
northoaat. I was with Taylor, and wo 
went after aom« lumber around tho 
end of the ijUnd. When I got 
back Lynn waa there. Tho klootch 
waa stopping at a small aback near Green's 
place, and a nkiQ waa lying on the beach. 
I remained over night at Green's requaat, 
and whon I left next morning Lynn was up 
at Greon'a house. That night I aaw Lynn, 
Green and Taylor at Thulin'a place, wtiero 
thoy remained about two hours. Groon 
aaked mo to go over to tho island with him, 
saying that ho had lots of work to do. The 
three men were eobsr. That was tho laat I 
B&w of Green and Taylor iu life. On Octo- 
ber 30 I saw the bodies of the two men at 
Jack Green's houao on Savary ialand. Dick 
Lewis and Norman Smith were there, but I 
remained, as Thulin had sent . me to take 
care of the place. On Wednesday, Novem- 
ber 1, Mr. Manson came and took the bodies 
away. 

The witness then described tho position 
and appearance of the bodies and concluded 
by identifying the akilF now in tho poaaes- 
sion of the police as the aanie that Lynn hkcl 
had. 

Superintendent Hussoy dcacrihed a visit 
to tho camp above Cape Lazo. A shot bag, a 
lamp chimney and a trunk were found care- 
fully hidden under the roots of a tree — these 
were put in evidence. The party (oousiat- 
ing of witness, Mr. Bledsoe and oiBoer An- 
derson) then proceeded to the eamp in the 
timber, where a pair of trousers belonging to 
the boy was found. The next day the aoeoo 
of the murder was visited. In searohing the 
ground between Green's houao and the In- 
dian hut, a few yards from the hut, witness 
picked up a handful of shot. Under the 
window of the store (Green's) a search 
diseloeed other pellets of the same shot. 
This shot corresponds with the shot found 
on the beaob, that found outside the hut, 
that in Lynn's boat, and that concealed In 
the camp on Vancouver Island. The shot 
found had every appearance of having lain 
where it was picked up for several monthu. 
Tho party then visited a point aomo two- 
and a-half miles balow Savary Island on tho 
Mainland, where a coil of ropo waa found ou 
tho boaeh, at a spot indicatf.d by Jennie as 
being the plucu whrro Lynn first camped 
after leaving Savary Island. 

This closed the case, which ia pronounced 
by thoae who have followed tho chain of evi- 
dence, one of the most carefully prepared 
and complete in tho history of this Province 
or this Dominion.

Metallic 
minerals to tho value of §4,582, 1 OG, are in- 
cluded iu tho stated total, tht-se in tho order

MISREPRESENTATION EXPOSED. 

An article which appeared in the New 
Denver I'rnapector some time ago has been 
gladly reproduced l)y the Oppositiou press. 
Like i.i:iuy articles of the kind from which 
conolusions unfavorable to the Government 
are drawn, there is not the slightest fouoda 
tion for vphiit it ao confidently states. But 
it is intended lo create a certain impreBsion 
■which i' 'n the object of the Opposition to 
make. This is why it is so freely quoted. 
The Times was, of cQUtse, only too willing 
to do duty in this matter. It reproduced 
the article, and it has been variously com- 
mented up-jn all along the line. To make 
clear ju.sc what is referred to it may be as 
well to give the article i)i i:xfcnso. Hero 
it is : 

It bi g'118 to look aa if the NuUuep Ic 
Slocan r .iUvay will not be completed to the 
forks of Carpenter creek this year. The 
trucklay.ing wliich was discontinued last 
NovembiT on account of the fall in the Col- 
umbia river, will not be resumed before the 
latter pmrt of May. It is not likely that 
the Columbia river will be high enough for 
the transportation of rails until the last of 
this month, and it will be some time later 
before there will be enough rails at Nakusp 
to comreeuce work. From Is .kusp to 
the end of track much rep.,iring is 
'required to get the .-ailroaJ in shape 
^or the engine. The engine ut Nukusp is 
mob suitable for the work and a smaller one 
■will have to be provided before satisfactory 
work can be done. All these details will 
retard the oonstruotion of the road between 
Nakusp and Slocun lake, and the company 
will do well if it completes the road to the 
head of the lake in July. The grade bo- 
tweea the head of Slooan lake and New 
Denver will require considerable work, as 
the spring rains have done great amount of 
damage. The grade has been daroa((ed 
more, however, between Slooan lake and 
Three Forks than any part of the road. 
Tho w:tbhouts and slides along Carpenter 
croel: will delay construotion for several 
weoka at least. 

Of course, if tho construction company 
were dispoaud to put the road in shape as 
far as Three I''orUa, at any coat, trains 
would bo running before snow fliea, but 
from all a|)pearaiicea auch is not tho case. 
Tho coiiipany has too much real eatatu at 
Nakusp and Wilson creek to build the road 
through lo tlie forka of Carpenter creek this 
year. When the construction party will 
have diaposnd of tlie greater part of its in- 
terests ot Nakusp, the end of ita lino will 
be baited with Wilaon creek property. 
Ab Wilson creek properly ia not salable 
now, nor will it be after the road 
is Gomi)leted beyond that point, the com- 
pany will probal)ly endeavor to reach 
Wihon creek and carry passengers and 
freight from that point during the present 
year. After tho company has unloaded ita 
Wilson Creek property, which will find 
rather a alow market under tho present 
condition of (jnancea, the road will go on to 
Three Forks, and an effort will bo made to 
boom that townsite. 

Before the road is turned over to tho C. P. 
B , the officials of the construction company 
will make all they can out of their real 
«atate, and the present washouts and slides 
on the road will be oSfered as an excuse for 
its non-completion, as the lack of rails was 
' announced as the cause last year. Had the 
company been so disposed, tho work could 
have been finished last year. 

It is only noocssary to state that tho 
above is simply mischiovoua and mondacioua 
rubbish. Tho road is praolioally built now, 
and it only requires the opening of navi([a- 
tion to enable the rails to be brought in to 
■complete truoklaying. Tho lumber, wo are 
informed, is all roadj for tho aupo.otruoturo 
work of the bridges, and waits only for trans- 



portation facilities to be placed on the 
ground. 

According to contract, of which time ia 

the essence, the road must be oomplotod by 
the end of tho year 1894, but al! being well 
trains will be running within three months 
or six months before the time stipulated in 
the contract. The work was only begun in 
August of last year, and was cttrriod on 
with extraordinary speed in tho hope of 
completing it before tho end of tho year. If 
it were tho intention of tlio company to drag 
out the building in the way the Proapootor 
8U8;gests, what aenae wonld there be in auch 
haste at the start 7 

However, wo have it on tho best 
authority thht the road will bo carried on to 
completion with the same expedition that 
churacterieed the earlier stages of ita oon- 
struction. 



OHINBSE IMMIGRANTS. 

It is to be regretted thab the case of the 
Chinamen who were detained by the city 
authorities for tho purpose of disinfeotion, 
was not thoroughly sifted before Mr. Jus- 
tice Walkem. Aa the men were liberated 
before the oaao waa argued, diacussion ap- 
peared to be almost unnecessary. It ia of 
the utmost importance that the city should 
have power to take all reasonable precau- 
tions to prevent tho spread, of contagious 
diaeaso. If tho city health oilicer has reason 
to believe that the examination of pasaen- 
Rora and baggage by tho quarantine 
officer has been insutliciently done, 
or done in a perfunctory way, ho 
should have the power to take such extra 
preoautiona to preserve the health of 
the city as ho may deem necessary. 
It ia neither right nor roaaonable that the 
citl/.ona of Victoria should be made to suf- 
fer because the (juarantine regulations are 
insufficient, or because, being sufficient, they 
are carelessly carried out, 

The city by-law, it appears to ua, gives 
the civic authorities n good deal of power, 
but if ita soopo ia not wide enough it should 
be extended as c|uickly un poaeible. It ia 
very far from heiui; desirable that the 
authority of the city in this matter should 
clash with that of the Dominion. There ia 
no reason why it should do bo. There ought 
to be a good understanding aa regards the 
sufficiency of tho quar.intino regulations and 
the mode of enforcing them between the 
ofiioiuls of the Dominion and those of tho 
city. Id a word, the examiualiou and dis- 
infection of passengers, baggage and freight 
at the quarantine station should bo so strict 
and eo thorough that a second examination 
after tho paaaongers were landed would be 
manifestly unnecessary. But when this is 
not tho case, tho city should, without 
doubt, have power to supplement or com- 
plete tho quarantine processea. 

With regard to ships from China carrying 
coolie passongera, tho presumption should 
always bo that they are to a greater or leaa 
degree infected. Tho Binullpox la endeniio 
in the cities from %vhich the coolies come, 
and though caaea of amallpox may not de- 
velop during the voyage, it is reasonable to 
conclude ihit ita garnis are in their bag- 
gage. Giving tho paaaongers a bath and 
fumigating their effecta do not take much 
time, and cannot do auy harm. If these 
precautions wero taken before the passen- 
gers were allowed to land, there wonld be 
no room for complaint, and the loss of time 
caused by tho purifying processes would not 
bo worth mentioning. We repeat that as 
regards coolie immigrants, Chiuesa ports 
should always bo regarded as infected, and 
Chineao passengers and their effects should 
bo treated as if there ia danger of their car- 
rying the infection ashore with them. 

DISAPPOINTED ENTHUSIASTS. 

Coxoy and his " army " are in',^Washing- 
ton. They are in sight of the Capitlo, and 
they inhale tho same air as is breathed by 
the President of the United States, ita Sen- 
ators, and the members of its House of 
Representatives. But Cozey and his many 
men do not seem to tw in the least benefited 
by their propinquity to the legislatora of 
the Great Republic. The Commander-in- 
Chief (inds that ho ia not nearly aa great a 
man in Washington aa he waa in the country 
towns of Ohio, and hia men are looked at 
askance by tho ubiquitous policeman. They 
are not regarded aa heroes, and they 
hardly excite as much curiosity as a Wild 
A'eal ahow. 

If Coxey haa any aonso the journey to tho 
Kaat will do him good. It will take a good 
deal of the conceit and tho self-importance 
out of him, and will show him bow Utterly 
impracticable his objects are. He will find 
tho Government of the United States aro 
not omnipotent. Ho will learn that thero 
are m&ny things that tlioy cannot do if they 
were willing, and ha will uloo discover that 
they aro not willing to do the things 
which he considers necessary and practic- 
able. 

As our readers may remember, Coxey 
wants the Government of the United States 
to create money to the nominal amount of 
f500,()UI),U(.O, and to spend Sr)0,UO(),()()0 of 
this money immediately in giving work to 
the unemployed. What appeara singular 
to us is that there are hundreds of (houaanda 
of citizens in all parts of tho United States 
who regard Coxey's achemo aa perfectly 
feasible. They consider that tho Govern- 
ment poaaeasea unbounded richea, or un- 
limited power to create riches, and that it 
has the power to spend money on any ob- 
ject it considers neoesaary and in every part 
of tho Union. 

Very few of them, it seems to ns, have 
any idea of what the manufacture of this 
immenao amount of money moans. There 
must bo something back of the paper and tho 
silver which Coxey and bis asaooiates would 
have the Government tranaform into money 
for which people would be ready to exchange 
the products of their Industry; What ia 
this something ? It is the credit of tho 
Government. Before tho people will con- 
sent to take this imnieuso amount of monry 



they mh'at/ be iidtivino'ed ' thaE the '^Govern- 
ment will at some time or-p^ber^'i^teBdy^to 
give them aomething which alt acknowled'ge 

to bo of value for it. Every ono of those 
notea, whether it bo for a b'g amount or a 
small amount, must bo a promise to pay. 
If it ia uot that, no' one, not even the moat 
enthusiastic of the Coxeyites, would give 
anything ho values for it. A piece of paper 
so many inches long and so many inches 
wide is, of itaolf, wcrth next to nothing. 
But if there ia a promiao to pay on it, it is 
liko an individual's note of hand, valu- 
able according to the known ability 
of the promiser. Who is to pay 
those five hundred millions when payment 
is required ? Not tho Government of tho 
United States, for tho simple reaaon that 
the Government ia not worth u thousandth 
part of the sum. If the mauufaoturcd 
money is to be paid at all, it must be paid 
by the people of the United States, whom 
tho Govornmont represent. 

Coxoy's proposal is, then, that tho people 
of tho United States borrow from them- 
aelvea fivo hundred millionH of dollars, for 
which they pay no interest. The payment 
must be in gold, and on demand, for if it ia 
not to be redeemed in that way no ono 
would give anything for a wagon load of it. 
Paper that could not bo redeemed in gold 
whenever redemption might bo demanded, 
would very aoon bo utterly worthless. Now, 
aro tho people of the United States ready ',o 
entor into a tranaaotion of this kind t Aro 
they prepared to take upon themselves, in 
addition to their preaeiit liabilities, live 
hundred millions of (loll.ua reiloemable in 
gold, or could they be persuaded to ruin 
their credit as a nation by Hooding the coun- 
try with worthless paper money ? 

The Americana ought to have pretty 
clear ideas of what paper money is worth 
when it ia not iniinediately redeemulile with 
gold, uud when it ia iaautd by a liovern- 
nieut whoae credit baa boon shaken, Tho 
Confederate money «a8 just aa nicely 
printed as the United States greenbacks, 
but a twenty dollar note of it would not get 
a man a square meal. The United States 
greenback in the dark d:iys of the war 
kept going down and down until it waa not 
worth nearly half its face. But a green- 
back looked then quite as well aa a green- 
back does now when every dollar of it is 
worth one hundred ceota. 

The very worst thing that could happen 
to Coxey and those who boliovo that 
ho can bring good times again would 
bo to have his petition granted. 
The depression from which they aro 
suffering now, which is in a great meauuio 
caused by the fear that the United States 
will not be able to meet ita obligations with 
gold, would be then ten times greater be- 
cause what is now feared would then come 
upon the country. It would have to bo ad- 
mitted that redemption would bo an utter 
impossibility, Wages certainly would go up 
nominally, to a very high figure in depreci- 
ated paper, and there would be less to do 
than there ia now. What would bo tho 
good of getting twenty dollara a day when 
it would take ono l.undred dollars to bny a 
pair of boots ? When those times came the 
Coxey craze would very soon be cured and 
men would wonder what it was that posses- 
sed them when they believed thas the manu- 
facture of money would lead to prosperity.

REClI'liOCITY NOT OBTAINABLE. 

Toronto Telegram : Beoauao Sir John 
Thompson was willing that tho Government 
of Canada should stop looking for reoiprooity 
at Washington before it wan kicked down 
staira he was denounced by John Charlton. 
A vigorous man able in many ways ia Mr. 
Charlton wboae stronc; speeches on the trade 
question are never Canadian and rarely in- 
telligent.. Mr. Charlton can know little of 
'American politics if ho assumrs that recip- 
rocity is DOW a namo to conjuro with. The 
Democrats bate reoiprooity and they may 
change the tariSf but will not make treaties 
to promote freer trad« Trade with the 
United States is to be stimulated by tariff 
changes. The government of a self-sacrific- 
iog country cannot go out of its way to make 
treaties, but Sir John Thompson and Hon. 
George E Fnater have shown every deairo 
to meet the United States half way. 
MU. Lauuieu's i^kader. 
Sb. John Sun ; It ia natural if not fit and 
proper that Mr. Lourier, Mr. Tarte and 
Count Mercier should ba holding a con- 
ference in Ottawa for tho re arrangement of 
the opposition programme. Count Mercier 
has from the ti^e of Mr. Liurier'a elevation 
to the leadership of his party until now 
exercised a conttolliog influence over bim- 
Connt Mercier ia a resourceful and rtsolute 
man. Mr. Liurier is neither. His weak- 
ness offMtS bis natural goodness for it makes 
him the prey of the most nnscrupulous men 
ia the alliance. Count Meroior led Mr. 
Laarier into the Rielite campaign. He 
led him and the provincial premiers into 
the support of the programme of the 
notorious Quebec coufereDce. The Count 
furnished federal campaign funds from the 
proceeds of the transiotiona which after 
wards drove tho Quebec Premier from pub 
lie lifo. There was Q tiina after the events 
of 1891 when Mr Mercier was content to 
remain in obscurity. But of lato ho has 
resumed hia old activity. He ia once more 
thrusting himaeif to tho front as a national- 
ist leader. The alliance of Mr. Laurier and 
Count Mercier, which was never broken, 
but has for a time been cuucealed, is appar 
ently onco more to bo paraded in the lifiht 
of day. Tho three chie.f managern of the 
Canadian oppoflilion party are Mercier, 
Laurier and Tarte. Tho chief ot these ia 
Mercier. The moat amiable and best in 
tentionerl, but weakest of tho three ia the 
nnininal li ad-r of tho Canadian oppoaition. 
Mr. Laurier is an infinitely better man llian 
hia comradea, but the pity of it is that liia 
pro(;rammo takes its character from the 
Other and less worthy men. 

THEIR POVERTY IS POLITICAL. 

Toronto Telegram : What ia troubMrg 
tho(;rit8? Canada baa not been overUinu 
to them as a party, but individually they 
have done well in this coiiatry. They are 
comfortable and well- to-do as iudiviciuals, 
but their poverty an u party eirbit;teia them 
until they collectively will not admit the 
prosperity of a country in wiiich they have 
prospered. .Sir Richard Cartwright is a 
case in point. His voice is attuned to 
lamentation when hia own circumatauceR 
call for thanksgiving. Ho never did a day'n 
work in hia Ufa and never wanted for any- 
thing that other leas-favored people have to 
work for. Same way all over Oatario. 
The prosperity of tho Liberals individually 
is an answer to their calleotive belief in 
Canada's miseries. 

Newfoundland's crisis. 

Halifax Chronicle : Tho situation in New- 
foundland, to Bay tho Icaat, ia peculiar. It 
looka as if Premier Goodridge and hia party 
were in power to stay — for a time at leuat, 
evon thouf^h they are in a minority. That 
a governinonl, strong in numbera and talent, 
ehould bo compollod to surrender power by 
the skilful tactics of a comparatively weak 
opposition, must bo reg.rded us a largo- 
sized surprise, unique in tho history 
of constitutional government. Just 
what will como out of tho turn 
■which political oUaira hovo taken 
in tho ancient colony cannot bo very easily 
determined. Thia much may bo reckoned 
on — Newfoundland ia booked for Btirrini; 
times in tho near future, though wo do not 
think th(ru ia anything in tho suggestion 
that has bean mado in aoma quarters that 
one result of the political overturn and the 
political complications likely to arise out of 
it, will be to give Newfoundland a distinct 
impetus confederationwiBi.
